Over  450  different  bidders  patronized  the  sale,  the  largest  number 
we  have  yet  recorded.  Of  these,  125  bidders  were  unsuccessful  be- 
cause of  low  bids.  That  left  the  lots  go  to  325  bidders  who  were 
successful.  Over  1500  catalogs  were  mailed. 
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TO  COLLECTORS  OF  GOLD  COINS 

The  order  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  Dec.  28,  1933, 
while  it  exempted  coin  collectors,  numismatists,  and  coin  dealers 
from  turning  in  their  gold  coins,  stated  in  effect  that  the  quarter- 
eagles  or  $2.50  gold  pieces  had  to  be  given  up.  Any  collector  of 
gold  coins  could  see  at  a glance  that  this  was  unjust,  since  some  of 
these  pieces  of  the  rare  dates  cost  over  $100  each.  Several  of  the 
dealers,  including  the  writer,  took  it  upon  ourselves  to  get  busy 
with  letters  and  telegrams  and  on  January  1st  I sent  a lengthy  state- 
ment of  facts  to  the  newly  appointed  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  a 
copy  to  my  Congressman,  with  full  information  on  the  subject.  On 
January  11,  1934,  the  order  was  amended  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  and  the  President,  supplemented  Jan.  15th,  and  instruc- 
tions issued  Jan.  17  as  follows:  “Gold  coin  having  a recognized  spe- 
cial value  to  collectors  of  rare  and  unusual  coins  (but  not  including 
quarter  eagles,  otherwise  known  as  $2.50  pieces,  unless  held,  to- 
gether with  rare  and  unusual  coin,  as  part  of  a collection,  for  his- 
torical, scientific,  or  numismatic  purposes,  containing  not  more  than 
four  quarter  eagles  of  the  same  date  and  design,  and  struck  by  the 
same  mint)  are  exempted  and  need  not  be  turned  into  the  treasury." 
A letter  from  Nellie  Taylor  Ross,  Director  of  the  Mint,  says:  “Ac- 
cordingly quarter  eagles  may  be  retained  to  the  extent  of  the  above 
citation.”  No  dealer  has  use  for  more  than  four  units  of  gold  coin 
of  any  one  design  of  the  same  date  struck  by  the  same  mint.  There- 
fore, a limit  of  four  gold  coins  of  any  single  design  of  the  same  date 
and  mint  was  placed.  This  was  to  forestall  the  hoarding  of  gold 
coins  under  the  subterfuge  of  saying  that  they  were  in  a collection. 

Congressman  Leo  E.  Allen  of  this  district  made  a personal  visit 
to  the  Department  of  the  Treasury,  and  writes  in  conclusion:  “Coin 
collectors  have  little  need  to  worry  providing  they  follow  the  in- 
structions above  quoted.”  Foreign  gold  coins  may  be  collected  and 
bought  and  sold  the  same  as  United  States  gold  coins.  Thus,  bona 
fide  coin  collectors  and  dealers  do  not  have  to  turn  in  their  gold 
coins. — M.  H.  BOLENDER.
